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SUBJECT: LONMIN MWAANGA BRIEFS DIPLOMATIC CORPS ON SOUTHERN AFRICA 

1. SUMMARY. ZAMBIAN FONMIN MWAANGA SUMMONED LUSAKA 
DIPLOMATIC CORPS OP OVER 50 TO UNPRECEDENTED, OPF-RECORD 
BRIEFING ON GRZ POLICY ON SOUTHERN APRRKA AND INTERMEDIARY 
ROLE IT HAS AND WILL CONTINUE PLAY IN PURSUIT OP PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION. MWAANGA GAVE DETAILED ANALYSIS OP SITUATION 
IN EACH OF CRITICAL AREAS; WAS HIGHLY CRITICAL OP THREE- 
POWER VETO ON SOUTH APRICAN EXPULSION ISSUE IN UN AND 
CONCLUDED WITH NOTICE THAT ZAMBIA HAD BEEN PATIENT WITH 
SOUTH AFRICA, WAS NOW ON OFFENSIVE AND WOULD TAKE 
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INCREASINGLY TOUGH ATTITUDE AGAINSTANY COUNTRY STANDING 
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IN WAY OF SOLUTION OF SOUTH 
AFRICAN PROBLEM. END SUMMARY 

2. MUCH OF WHAT MWAANGA HAD TO SAY HAS ALREADY BEEN 
COVERED IN HIS SPEECHES AT UNGA, BRITISH COMMONWEALTH 
SOCIETY, AND IN PRESIDENT KAUNDA'S UNZA SPEECH, AND IN 

MY PRIVATE CONVERSATIONS WITH HIM, ALL OE WHICH HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED. MWAANGA SAID HE WANTED TO SHARE HIS VIEWS WITH 
ENTIRE DIPLOMATIC CORPS AS IT HAD NOT BEEN POSSIBLE TO MEET 
WITH EACH CHIEE OE MISSION OR VARIETY OF UN REPS. HE 
HOPED TO CONTINUE PRACTICE PERIODICALLY. ESSENTIALLY NEW 
POINTS OP SUBSTANCE AND EMPHASIS AS POLLOWS: 

3. IN MOZAMBIQUE GRZ MORE WORRIED ABOUT BLACK THAN 
WHITE BACKLASH ALTHOUGH SITUATION NOW RELATIVELY CALM 

AND GENERAL CLIMATE SHOULD IMPROVE IF LIFE CAN BE INJECTED INTO 
ECONOMY. URGED GRANTS, LOANS AND OTHER ASSISTANCE PROM 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, AND ANNOUNCED MOZAMBICAN DELEGATION 
WOULD SOON GO TO UN POR AID DISCUSSIONS WITH SPECIALIZED 
AGENCIES. SAID FRELIMO URGED BY GRZ ON BASIS ITS 
IMMEDIATE POST-INDEPENDENCE EXPERIENCE TO GO SLOW ON 
TERMINATING MIGRATORY LABOR AGREEMENT WITH SOUTH APRICA 
AND TO STUDY EPFECTS ON ECONOMY CAREPULLY BEFORE TAKING 
DECISION. PRELIMO POLLOWING THIS ADVICE. 

4. DESCRIBED SITUATION IN ANGOLA AS CONPUSING AND CONPUSED 
BECAUSE OP DISUNITY WITHIN AND AMONG LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 

SAW PORTUGAL AS SLOWLY MOVING TOWARD FORMATION PROVISIONAL 
COALITION GOVERNMENT WITH ALL PARTIES ON BASIS ROUGH TIMETABLE. 
ZAMBIA HAS URGED THAT NEEDS OP LARGE WHITE POPULATION 

BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT. 

5. ON CABINDA, ZAMBIA POSITION IS TO SUPPORT TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OP ANGOLA, WHICH INCLUDES CABINDA, AND AVOID 
CHAOS. SECESSION OPPOSED AND THIS POINT STRESSED 

WITH LEADERS OF LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 

6. IN TURNING TO RHODESIA, MWAANGA CONPIRMED CONTACTS 
WITH HMG ON POSSIBLE NEW INITIATIVES. ANNOUNCED 
POREIGN AND COMMONWEALTH SECRETARY CALLAGHAN'S 
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INTENTION TO VISIT ZAMBIA TOWARD END OP DEC OR EARLY JAN. 

IN INTERIM, OPFICIALS OP TWO GOVERNMENTS WILL BE HOLDING 
PREPARATORY DISCUSSIONS IN LONDON. ZAMBIA IS CONSULTING 
CLOSELY WITH TANZANIA AND BOTSWANA ON ITS TALKS WITH U.K. 

7. IN STRONGLY WORDED STATEMENT CONDEMNING SECURITY 
COUNCIL VETO OF SOUTH AFRICAN EXPULSION ISSUE, MWAANGA 
SAID UK, US AND PRANCE WERE "ON WRONG SIDE OF COLOR BAR" 
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AND THEIR RATIONALE BEHIND VETO WAS UNCONVINCING. MADE 
DIRECT REEERENCE TO AMBASSADOR SCALES STATEMENT 
WHICH I GAVE HIM PREVIOUS EVENING. REPEATEDLY SPOKE 
OE VETO AS UNEORTUNATE AND SAID IT WOULD CERTAINLY MAKE 
SOUTH AFRICA MORE INTRANSIGENT IE IT DOES NOT BRING ABOUT 
"NEW STATE OE CONERONTATION." 

8. MWAANGA DISTRESSED THAT PRESIDENT KAUNDA'S UNZA 
SPEECH MISINTERPRETED ABROAD AS NEW DEPARTURE, WHEREAS 
STATEMENT IS EULLY CONSISTENT WITH LUSAKA MANIEESTO AND 
REPRESENTS NO CHANGE. ZAMBIA AWAITING NEXT STEPS PROM 
SOUTH AFRICA AND IS CONTINUING ITS EFFORTS TO FIND PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION. 

9. IN CONCLUDING, MWAANGA SERVED NOTICE ON FOREIGN 
DIPLOMATS NOT TO BE SURPRISED IF ZAMBIA'S ATTITUDE TOWARD 
SOME OP THEM TOUGHENS IN RELATION TO HOW ZAMBIA SEES ROLE 

OP THEIR COUNTRIES IN SOUTHERN APRICA. EARLIER MWAANGA MENTIONED 
MEETINGS HE HAD IN LONDON WITH PRIME MINISTER WILSON 
AND FCO SECRETARY CALLAGHAN AS WELL AS MEETINGS IN 
WASHINGTON WITH SECRETARY KISSINGER AND ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
EASUM. IN BOTH INSTANCES, HE SAID ZAMBIA URGED THESE 
POWERS TO BRING PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA TO DISENGAGE PROM 
RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA AS MINIMUM PRICE POR PEACE IN 
SOUTHERN APRICA. 

10. IN FRANK GIVE-AND-TAKE DISCUSSION PERIOD, ZAIROIS 
AMBASSADOR AND KENYAN HIGH COMMISSIONER PRESSED 
MWAANGA ON WHETHER ZAMBIA WOULD BE PREPARED TO OPEN 
DISCUSSIONS DIRECTLY WITH SOUTH APRICA AND RHODESIA IP 
CERTAIN CONDITIONS MET. IT OBVIOUS BOTH REPS TRYING TO 
PROBLE CURRENT RUMORS ON ZAMBIAN CONTACTS WITH SOUTH 
APRICA. MWAANGA SKILLFULLY SIDE-STEPPED DIRECT REPLY 
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IN EXPLAINING ZAMBIAN ROLE AS ONE OF OFFERING FACILITIES 
TO PARTIES TO DISPUTE, I.E., PEOPLES OF CONCERNED COUNTRIES 
AND CURRENT LEADERS, TO SIT DOWN AND TALK, AQRZAMBIA 
HAS DONE FOR MOZAMBICANS WITH PORTUGUESE. ZAMBIA 
DID NOT PRETEND TO MAKE JUDGMENTS ON WHAT PEOPLE OF 
THESE COUNTRIES WANTED IN THE FORM OR LEADERSHIP OF 
GOVERNMENTS. 

11. DIRECTNESS AND INTENSITY OF MWAANGA'S CRITICISM OF 
VETO IN SECURITY COUNCIL PROMPTED ME AND FRENCH 
AMBASSADOR, IN THAT ORDUOKSTO TAKE FLOOR TO EXPLAIN 
RESPECTIVE RATIONALE OUR GOVERNMENTSM I

HMG.
